Two examples will show 
sufficiently what is meant. In the new diction- 
ary of the Philological Society the pronunciation 
is indicated by a set of symbols of some com- 
plexity, and there is inconvenience in having to 
turn back to the explanatory page at the begin- 
ning of the volume each time it is necessary to 
consult the key. Similarly, in Phillips’s ‘* Dic- 
tionary of Biographical Reference’ the works 
which contain the biographies are indicated after 
the name of the subject by initials in varying 
characters ‘of type ;“here again there is loss of 
time in turning back to the key-page at the be- 
ginning of the volume. The present proposal 
is that publishers should send out with each copy 
of such books, two or three separate copies of 
these key-pages in addition to the one in the 
book, so that persons making frequent references 
could have them (perhaps mounted on card for 
preservation) in hand, to avoid the necessity of 
a constant turning over the ieaves. There are, in 
like manner, many works with which it would 
bea great comfort to have a loose copy of the 
index in addition to the one in the volume. It 
may be objected that these loose copies of key- 
pages and indexes would be lost. If that were 
so, the loser would have only himself to thank ; 
but I venture to think that a slight experience of 
the greater comfort in working with them would 
lead users of the books to take good care that 
they should be at hand when required.”’

GENTLEMEN: The object for which our cor- 
poration was formed, as stated in our constitu- 
tion, ‘‘ is for the purpose of fostering trade and 
commerce, to protect it from unjust or unlawful 
exactions, to reform abuses in trade,’’ etc. 

To carry out the spirit of this article of our 
constitution, and to settle this much-discussed 
and perplexing question as to the right of any 
State or municipality to extort a license tax from 
salesmen, let us subscribe and pay a small sum 
each to assist in carrying to the Supreme Court 
of the United States a test case which has been 
started in Tennessee by Messrs. Ross, Robbins 
& Co., of Cincinnati, Ohio, and which has been 
prosecuted at great expense in Tennessee State 
courts adversely to Mr. Robbins. A decision 
can no doubt be obtained this fall or winter from 
the United States Supreme Court, which will 
settle for all time the rights of our salesmen to 
sell goods without the expense of a license in 
almost every State and city.

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OBITUARY. 
HENRY GEORGE BOHN. 


HENRY GEORGE BOHN, the celebrated author 
and publisher, died in London August 24. He 
was born January 4, 1796, and, after getting an 
education, sold books in his father’s store. In 
1831 he began business on his own account, and 
ten years later published his ‘* Guinea Catalogue,” 
exhibiting the largest stock ever collected by a 
bookseller. Mr. Bohn was one of the pioneers 
in the movement for circulating good but cheap 
literature. Inestablishing his Historical, Scien- 
tific, Illustrated, Classical, Ecclesiastical, and 
Antiquarian Library, amounting to nearly 700 
volumes in all, he translated several of Schiller’s, 
Goethe’s, and Humboldt’s works. He also 
edited the “ Bibliotheca Parriana,’’ Addison’s 
works, ‘‘ A New Edition of Lowndes’s Bibliog- 
rapher’s Manual,’’ and assisted in several of 
the classical translations. Mr. Bohn was well 
known as an antiquary, and was a member of 
many of the learned and scientific societies. 
He contributed to the Philobiblon Society a Life 
of Shakespeare and an extra size ‘‘ Dictionary 
of English Poetical Quotations,’’ volumes which, 
being privately printed, have sold for large sums 
at auction. In 1860 Mr. Bohn gained some 
notoriety as the only literary opponent of the 
repeal of the duty on paper. His opinion was 
that it would not benefit the public, while 
materially reducing the revenue. 





MARY CLEMMER. 

Mrs. MARY CLEMMER HupbsoON, better known 
as Mary Clemmer, died at her home in Wash- 
ington, on the 18th inst., of hemorrhage of the 
brain. *‘ Mrs. Hudson,”’ we learn from the New 
York 7imes, ‘‘was bornin Utica. Her father was 
a merchant, but, misfortunes coming on, he 
retired from business and removed to Massachu- 
setts. Her first literary work was a little poem, 
which was published inthe Springfield Aepudii- 
can while she was yet in short dresses. Her 
first novel, ‘* Victoire,’’ was written while she 
was barely 20 years of age. ‘*Eirene,”’ her 
next novel, was first published in Putnam's 
Magazine, and afterward had a fair sale in book 
form. Later books were, ‘‘ His Two Wives -”’ 
‘*Outlines of Men;’’ “ Women and Things,’’ 
and ‘*Ten Years in Washington.’’ Her most 
important work was the ‘‘ Memorial of Alice and 
Phoebe Cary,” which she was specially selected 
to prepare by the executors of the Cary sisters. 
Mrs. Hudson was more widely known as a 
Washington newspaper correspondent, however, 
than as a novelist. She was married twice—the 
first time toa Mr. Ames. She was married to 
Mr. Hudson, a Washington correspondent, 
about a year ago. Her home was on Capitol 
Hill, within a short distance of the Capitol 
grounds.
